The men students on the Hart- 
nell campus outnumber the 
women by 590. According to the 
registration figures there are 1,284 
men and only 694 women en- 
rolled. 

Full-time . freshman. students 
number 553 while the full time 
number of sophomores is 250, half 
the number of freshmen. 

This is accredited to the large 
number of students from the three 
high schools in the area who grad- 
uated last year and are continu- 
ing their education. It is also 
known that when employment de- 
creases, enrollment increases. 

Another factor which could be 
attributed to the small. number 
of sophomores is that many of 
the freshmen have come to make 
up credits before transfering to 
another college. 

It was thought that the addi- 
tion of Cabrillo College would de- 
crease the enrollment but, ac- 
cording to Dr. Karl Bengston, 
dean of admissions, “The increase 
in freshmen’ has more than made 
up for the decrease in enrollment 
from Santa Cruz County.”

Lyman Fowler, East Campus di- 
rector, is due to the apparent de- 
mand of industries for employees 
trained in the latest methods in 
technology. Instructors themselves 
are experts in the specialized fields 
covered in class.

- WHAT PRICE IDEAS? 


‘ By Jerome Holmes 

What should college be to the entering student? Is college nothing 
more than a series of classes, assignments to be finished, term papers 
to be written, laboratory reports due on Fridays, football games on 
Saturdays and after-game dances? 

Do you find here nothing more than a place in which you can train 
yourself to meet the requirements for some trade or profession? 

Somé, or all of these college activities, are a part of college and col- 
lege life. But more important than any of these is exposure to new 
ideas. 

What is man’s greatest quest? Each person must answer this ques- 
tion for himself. Is his greatest desire to become a wage earner, sup- 
porting himself and a family? Is it to become a member of society, 
sinking comfortably into his world, so comfortably that never a rip- 
ple stirs around him? 

If this is all that a student expects or desires from college, then 
something is definitely amiss, for the essence of college lies in the 
opening of doors into new realms full of ideas. Here is a new world 
in which to explore—a_ new world in which to find out what great 
thinkers have thought and felt. : : 

The things that are exciting are new ideas, new concepts, or per- 
haps a new way of looking at. the things we now take for granted. 

The biologist opens a new world for the student as he sees a new 
| world, one which he has seen before, and yet he has been blind to 
the many things within his view. 

Have you seen what there is to see in a garden ,or is it just a col- 
lections of: leaves, stems and paths, with the leaves needing to be 
raked, stems to be cut, and paths to be swept? Do you see the myriad 
forms of life stirring and working within the garden? 

Astronomy opens new vistas bringing an idea of the vastness of 
the universe. Literature opens to the reader the things that people 
have thought and felt over the centuries. History records the many 
effects which great ideas have had on the life of mankind. 

Are ideas important? Do they affect us? It was-curiosity about the 
nature of matter that led'to concepts of atomic structure. These con- 
cepts led to explanations for chemical behavior and culminated in 
the possibility of almost unlimited nuclear power—a power with 
many possibilities, both for good and for evil. An idea about the 
nature of electricity led to development of the electric motor and 
the generator. An idea about the nature of light passing through 
oddly shaped pieces of glass led to the microscope and. the telescope 
which opened new worlds— the world of the infinitesimally small, 
and the vastly extended concept of our universe. 

Bring to college an expectation and a-desire to enter into the new 
world of ideas which is ready for your exploration. Don’t expect 
every new idea will make you money, but do expect to draw some of
